FOR DELEGATES AT LARGE

Senators Daniel and Martin,
Governor Montague and Rep-

rcscntative Jones.

U'ASHINOTON, D. 0, May 30.-"I am

not cxactly a cnndldato for the position
of one of tho elcctors-at-lnrge from Mr-

glnln." sald Hon. J. Uoyd Sears, of Mn-

thows county. ln thla clty to-day. By

that I mean I have not llfted my hand

to get the plarw. though I have recelved

manv IcttcrB from friends asklnc me

to hecomo a eandldate. I do not hefll-

tnto to say that 1 would appreclate the

honor if confnrred by the State conven¬

tlon. and would endeavor lo moko tho

canVase. But I havo done nothlng to

furthor my candldacy. The position la nn

honorable one, and should not be rofuued
bv any man selected."
Mr Seara said thero waa no dount that

Hon. Samuel Wllllama, of Wytho county,
would bo a eandldate, and that thn numw

of Hon. Hurry Tucker would bo proaentod
to tho conventlon. It ls not Ilkely that
the conventlon wlll chooso both Mr. Wll¬
llama and Mr.J Tuckor. If elther bo

choaen lt ls probabl* tho other elcctor
wlll oo selected from the ea-tern portion
of tho State. Mr. Sears, from deep-down
ln Tidewater, would meet the requlre-
ment that one of the delegates should be
an eastern man.

DBLI5G ATES- AT-LA RCE.
It seems to be the general oplnlon

among Dcmocrats from VlrginlR who
have vlalted Washlngton recently that
Senatora Daniel and Mnrtln. Oovcrnor
Montague and Represontntlvo Jones wlll
bo the delegntes-at-large to the St. Louia
conventlon. Mr. Jones has recently Indl-
cated that ho still favors the nomlna-
tlon of Mr. McClellan In preference to
Judgo Parker, and if the setvtlment for
Pnrker Is as strong In the conv/mtlon ns

lt la expected to be, It Is posslble lhat
Mr. Jones's preferences for the national
nomineo may Have an effect upr.n hls
candldacy. However. the conventlon !*¦
not expected to Instruct the dek-gation.
and it may be that there wlll be no

expresslon of the conventlon by whlch the

preference of Vlrglnla Democrats mny be
learned. Mr. Jones has been one of the
delegates-at-large to several national con-
ventlona, and he has never made any
effort to enpture the honor. It la safe to
any that he Is making no effort thls year.
As a matter of fact. thero ls Httle likell-
hood that he wlll be defnated. for the
reason that no effort wlth lhat end In
vlew wlll he made.

It la understood that Mr. Braxton wlll
not he a eandldate for a place aa one
of tho blg four In the sense of working
for electlnn to the place or asklng the
help of hls friends. Of course, thera ari
few Democrats ln the Stalo who would
no tAccopt the honor If offered It.

honor if ennferred, and would accept.
